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CERTIFICATE  AND  PROFESSIONAL  COURSES. 

There  is  offered  a  four-year  professional  course  leading  to  a  diploma,  which 
is  a  life  license  to  teach  in  Mississippi.  The  completion  of  the  first  two  years 
of  this  course  will  entitle  the  student  to  a  certificate,  which  is  a  five-year  State 
license  to  teach. 

An  "hour"  of  work  is  understood  to  be  the  equivalent  of  one  recitation  per 
week  for  six  terms  (36  weeks). 

The  total  number  of  hours'  work  required  for  a  certificate  is  40.  The 
number  required  for  a  diploma  is  80.  A  student  will  not  be  allowed  to  take 
less  than  18  nor  more  than  25  hours'  work  during  the  session  of  six  terms. 
(But  circumstances  may  justify  an  exception  to  this  rule.) 

Credits  will  be  allowed  only  for  such  work  as  constitutes  a  complete  unit 
in  itself.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  arrange  the  work  so  that  it  will  fall 
into  as  many  unit  groups  as  possible  in  order  to  give  flexibility  to  the  course 
and  freedom  in  the  selection  of  work. 

REQUIRED  WORK. 

While  it  is  desired  to  have  the  course  flexible,  it  has  not  been  deemed 
wise  to  leave  the  selection  of  work  entirely  optional  with  the  student.  The 
work  for  the  certificate  student  is  rather  definitely  prescribed,  as  indicated  in 
first  column  of  table  below.  That  for  the  professional  course  is  arbitrary  to 
the  extent  of  the  62  1-2  hours  indicated  in  the  second  column.  To  this  must 
be  added  one  oi  the  groups  indicated  in  last  column  as  A.  B,  C.
